DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 2 and 1 4-1 8 are allowed. 

2. Claim 1 3 has been cancelled as requested. 

3. The amendments to claims 1,8, 14 and 15 have been entered. No new matter 
has been added. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate nor make obvious applicant's claimed invention. Specifically, the 
prior art discloses a bipod for use with a firearm as discussed in the previous Non-Final 
Action. The prior art also discloses a body having cutout portions, the cutout portions 
receiving telescoping bipod legs (See, e.g., EP 0127193Fig. 2b). However, the 
applicant's independent claims include "means" language thereby invoking examination 
in accordance with 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph, and In re Donaldson Co., 16 F.3d 
1189, 29 U.S.P.Q.2d 1845 (Fed. Cir. 1994). Applicant's "urging means" and the 
function it is claimed to perform requires the presence of at least the compression 
spring 92 and 2 plungers 94 as disclosed in the specification and Fig. 7. The prior art 
discloses no equivalents for this configuration.
